The 
way.  Christians  “honor  the 
king”  in  America  is  to  be 
educated,  engaged  and  par¬ 
ticipating  citizens.  In  other 
words,  first  we  must  vote. 

However,  as  followers  of 
Christ  we  exercise  our  citizenship 
in  light  of  our  fear  of  God.  Peter 
provides  instruction  on  how  we 
are  to  fear  God.  “Act  as  free  men. 
and  do  not  use  your  freedom  as  a 
covering  for  evil,  but  use  Jt  as 
bondslaves  of  God”  ( 1  Peter  2: 1 6). 
Our  right  to  vote  comes  with  the 
Christian  responsibility  to  use  this 
right  in  a  manner  which  will 
please  and  honor  God.

The  electronic  pulpit  committee  has  arrived.  Jim  Splawn. 
head  of  the  recent  pastor  search  for  First  Church.  Huntsville. 
Ala.,  said  he  and  the  search  committee  watched  hours  of 
videotaped  sermons  before  interviewing  an  applicant.  “It  gave 
you  a  pretty  quick  reference  point  for  the  style  of  the  church 
service,  it  gave  you  an  idea  of  the  pastor’s  delivery  style,  and 
it  gave  you  an  idea  of  the  size  of  the  congregation.”  he  said. 
However,  not  all  churches  are  in  favor  using  the  video  revolu¬ 
tion  in  suclra  manner.  “In  fact,  we  had  one  candidate  from  an 
older  congregation  who  told  us.  ‘A  video  might  cau.se  some 
problems.  Please  don’t.’”  said  Forrest  Streeter,  chairman  of 
the  pastor  search  committee  at  Trinity  Church  in  Madison. 
Ala.  “What  you  were  seeking  years  ago  was  somebody  who 
could  preach  well  and  be  sort  of  elevated  above  the  congrega¬ 
tion.  Today,  in  a  lot  of  the  churches,  the  congregation  wants 
somebody  who’s  a  leader  but  also  a  warm  person  who  sits 
down  and  chats.  It  was  an  encouragement  to  see  competent, 
faithful  work  being  led  by  so  many  pastors.”  Street  said.

Growth  and  faithfulness  are  occurring  among  Baptists  in 
many  of  the  world’s  trouble  spots,  according  to  a  report  from 
the  Baptist  World  Alliance  (BWA).  “Like  the  indestructible 
cedars  of  Lebanon,  we  are  rising  out  of  the  ashes  of  our  16- 
year  civil  war.  We  believe  God  has  a  role  for  Lebanon  and  its 
ministry  in  this  predominantly  non-Christian  east.”  said  Mona 
Khauli,  BWA  vice-president  and  member  of  Ras  Beirut 
Church  in  Beirut.  Lebanon.  Samuel  Fadeji,  president  of  the 
All  African  Fellowship  in  predominantly  Islamic  Nigeria,  said 
that  while  Christians  continue  to  be  persecuted  in  his  country, 
“not  one  preacher  has  been  arrested  for  preaching  anything  in 
his  pulpit  by  the  government.”  Church  membership  has  tripled 
over  the  past  five  years  in  the  former  Soviet  republic  of  Geor¬ 
gia,  and  harassment  from  Bulgarian  authorities  has  not  damp¬ 
ened  the  spirits  of  Baptists  in  that  formerly  communist  coun¬ 
try,  according  to  Karl-Heinz  Walter,  BWA  regional  secretary 
for  Europe.  The  Southern  Baptist  Convention  is  an  active 
member  of  the  Baptist  World  Alliance.

SBG’s  .Disney  boycott  puts  most 
Baptists  on  horns  of  a  dilemma 


"Baplists  to  boycott  Disney” 
was  the  "SptHlight"  feature's  lead 
in  the  June  13.  1996,  issue  of  the 
(Jackson)  Clarion-Led}'er. 

It  seems  that  we  Baptists  are 
heaven-bent  on  shooting  our¬ 
selves  in  the  foot  —  maybe  both 
feet.  Has  our  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  (SBC)  really  taken 
an  official^  position  —  a  really 
public  position  —  without  input 
from  the  churches  that  make  up 
the  organization? 

If  so.  I  liken  our  delegates  to 
our  government's  elected  offi¬ 
cials  -  they  may  be  great  and 
Christian  human  beings  individu¬ 
ally.  but  put  them  together  in  a 
public  meeting,  aiul  no  one  can 
predict  the  result.  I  protest. 

(Mhers  more  eloquent  than  me 
wiJI  write  letters  ttvthe  editbr 
questioning  the  sense  of  boy¬ 
cotting  the  movie  studio  that  pro¬ 
duces  more  "(j''-rated  movies 
than  any  other,  that  brings  to  the 
screen  practically  all  of  the  car¬ 
toon  movies  for  children,  and 
that  provides  the  one  channel  — 
network  or  cable  —  that  we  need 
never  hiile  from  our  children. 

The  SBC  has  created  a  classic 
roiymoron,  pr<»viding.  yet  again. 

-  an  opportunity  for  the  rest  of  the 
Christian  world  to  point  and 
laugh  at  .Southern  Baptists. 

There  is.  however,  a  seritnis 
and  sinister  side  to  this  latest 
debacle.  Those  ol  us  who  take 
nur  Christianity  seriously  find 
ourselves  seated  uncomfortably 
upon  the  piercing  horns  of  a 
dilemma,  uninvitedly  and  unnec¬ 
essarily. 

Either,  on  the  one  hand,  we 
must  disavow  the  action  of  the

.SBC  as  an  ill-conceived,  unstud¬ 
ied.  irresponsible,  ultra  vires  act 
of  an  otherwise  usually  responsi¬ 
ble  organization  run  amok;  or,  on 
the  other  hand,  we  must  affirm 
the  resolution  as  a  legitimate  and 
proper  action  of  that  body. 

If  we  affirm  the  action,  we 
find  ourselves  on  the  horns  of  a 
different  dilemma,  sharper  and 
more  serious  this  time;  We  must 
either  boycott  Disney,  or  we  will 
announce  to  our  children  and  to 
the  world  at  large  that  we  are 
unabashed  hypocrites  —  bona 
fide,  come -out-of- the -closet, 
card-carrying  hypocrites, 
unashamed  of  our  duplicity. 

My  lovely  wife  Alice  likens 
this  situation  to  the  Catholics' 
position  on  birth  control. 

.Such  hypocrisy  is  completely 
unacceptable.  Therefore,  I  revert 
to  the  first  dilemma,  and  I  resent 
being  pitched  upon  those  points. 

However,  having  been  forced 
by  the  SBC  into  the  uncomfort¬ 
able  position  of  affirming  a  reso¬ 
lution  that  leaves  millions  of 
.Southern  Baptists  in  the  impossi¬ 
ble  position  of  depriving  their 
children  oj'  Disney  entertainment 
—  entertainment  that  meets,  and 
often  exceeds,  our  mores  of 
acceptable  family  standards.  Or, 
in  the  alternative,  we  are  standing 
wrongfully  accused  of  supporting 
homosexual  relationships. 

1  reluctantly  opt  for  the  latter. 
The  harm  resulting  from  the  for¬ 
mer  renders  that  alternative 
unacceptable. 

I  resent  the  SBC's  —  my 
SBC's  —  placing  our  members 
in  such  a  predicament.  I  cannot 
Conceive  of  anyone  who  enjoys

family  entertainment  seriously 
considering  boycotting  Disney. 

We  can't  spend  all  day  and 
night,  every  day  and  night,  in  our 
churches.  Music,  art,  literature, 
fiction,  and  non-fiction,  movies, 
television  —  all  these  forms  of 
secular  entertainment  can  be 
whole.some. 

Further,  it  is  neither  reason¬ 
able  nor  in  our  best  interest  for 
Christian  folks  to  surrender  the 
entertainment  industry  to  those 
who  prefer  “R''-rated,  full- 
frontal.  bare-bottom,  bathroom- 
language  entertainment. 

The  SBC's  action  was  unnec¬ 
essary.  unreasonable,  and  ill- 
advised.  Christ  taught  us  to  live 
in  this  world  —  not  separate  our¬ 
selves  from  it.  Contrary  to  mis¬ 
guided  opinion,  our  Christian 
duty  is  not  to  stomp  out  sin.  but 
to  live  Christian  lives  in  a  some¬ 
times  un-Christian  environment. 

We  can't  stomp  out  sin.  It’s 
too  big.  There  is  no  record  of 
Christ's  ever  having  participated 
in  a  boycott  of  a  single  house  of 
ill  repute,  or  gambling  den 
(notice  that  our  messengers 
didn't  resolve  that  we  boycott  the 
"gaming”  industry),  or  first-cen¬ 
tury  liquor  establishment. 

.Such  was  not  Christ's  nature, 
nor  should  it  be  ours.  To  the  con¬ 
trary.  we  all  remember  how 
Christ  reacted  when  given  the 
opportunity  to  castigate  the 
woman  caught  in  adultery. 

I  wish  I  were  more  like  him.  I 
wish  our  SBC  messengers  were, 
too.

Rebuilding  fund  OK’d 


A  special  committee  of  the 
Mississippi  Woman’s  Missionary 
Union  (WMU)  retained  architect 
Larry  Sones  of  Brandon  on  June 
19  and  directed  him  to  conduct  a 
study  on  the  feasibility  of  a  new 
adult  lodge  facility  at  Camp 
Garaywa  in  Clinton. 

Dell  Scoper  of  Laurel,  who  is 
heading  the  Camp  Garaywa  Build¬ 
ing  Committee,  said  Mississippi 
Baptists’  GA  camp  has  come 
under  “big  demand"  in  recent 
years  as  a  prime  location  for  adult 
workshops,  seminars,  and  other 
meetings. 

“The  current  layout  hinders 
adult  meetings.  The  recommenda¬ 
tion  of  the  Camp  Garaywa  long- 
range  planning  committee  was  that 


a  new  lodge  facility  for  adults  was 
needed,”  Scoper  explained. 

That  recommendation  was 
backed  up  by  a  survey  mailed  to 
3.500  pastors,  associational  direc¬ 
tors  of  mi.ssions  and  WMU  direc¬ 
tors,  and  many  others  involved  in 
the  work  and  ministry  of  Camp 
Garaywa,  she  said.

nod  of  SBC  stance  on  Disney 


RICHMOND.  Va.  (BP)  —  A 
2, 000- mem  her  congregation  has 
been  carried  onto  the  pages  of 
USA  Today  via  the  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  Convention’s  threatened  boy¬ 
cott  of  the  Walt  Disney  Company. 

“If...  the  values  of  the  leaders 
of  Disney  trickle  down  through 
the  products  and  the  films...  it’s 
eventually  going  to  have  the 
hearts’’  and  minds  of  the  children. 
Carter  Gates,  a  member  of  Grove 
Avenue  Church,  Richmond,  .Va., 
was  quoted  as  saying  in  a  USA 
Today  article  June  19,  “Southern 
Baptists  aim  at  Disney’s  liberal¬ 
ism,”  on  the  front  of  the  “Life” 
section.  ^ 

Gates  tells  the  national  paper  he 
is  concerned  that  issues  like 
“homosexual  marriages  and  all 
those  things”  will  become  part  of 
the  message  Disney  conveys  to 
America’s  youth. 

Kids  “love  Mickey  Mouse,” 
Gates  is  quoted  as  .saying.  “They 
love  Donald  Duck.  They  love  all 
the  Disney  products.” 

However,  he  asks.  “How  far 
before  you’ll  be  able  to...  sell  the 
youth  on  being  sensitise  and  open 
and  tolerant  of  all  different 
lifestyles  and  therefore  really 
change  the  way  Am>;rica  is 
through  the  hearts  and  minds  t)f 
the  youth 

The  USA  Today  article,  by 
Katy  Kelly,  begins  by  recounting 
that  Gates'  1  1  -year-old  daughter. 
Paige,  “would  love  to  visit  Dis¬ 
ney  World.  Until  last  Wednesday, 
her  chances  were  pretty  good." 
That  day.  June  12.  the  .Southern 


Baptist  Convention  adopted  a  res¬ 
olution  voicing  concern  over  Dis¬ 
ney’s  moral  drift  and  threatening 
a  boycott. 

Now,  Kelly  writes,  the  Gateses 
have  “changed  their  minds”  (about 
vacationing  at  Disney  World), 
reflecting  a  view  expre.s.sed  in  the 
SBC  resolution  that  “in  recent 
years,  the  Disney  Company  has 
given  the  appearance  that  the  pro¬ 
motion  of  homosexuality  is  more 
important  than  its  historic  commit¬ 
ment  to  traditional  family  values.” 

The  USA  Today  article  notes 
Grove  Avenue’s  pastor,'  Ron 
Boswell,  a  former  missionary  with 
the  Foreign  Mission  Board, 
planned  to  voice  support  for  the 
boycott  in  his  sermon  June  23, 
which  also  is  watched  by  10,000- 
1 5,000  people  on  TV. 

Writes  Kelly:  “This  Sunday, 
Boswell  will  tell  his  flock  about 
the  (SBC)  resolution.  And  he’ll 
tell  them  that  he,  a  61 -year-old 
man  who  loves  Winnie  the  Pooh, 
and  doting  grandfather  of  eight,  is 
walking  away....  He’ll  tell  them 
he’s  doing  this  because  he  thinks 
it’s  the  moral  thing  to  do...." 

The  US.A  Today  article  notes, 
"Some  Southern  Baptist  churches 


aren’t  buying  the  idea  of  a  boy¬ 
cott,”  quoting  Jim  Slatton.  pastor 
of  Richmond’s  River  Road 
Church;  “Our  congregation  will 
scarcely  take  notice  of  this.  Tho.se 
that  are  aware  of  it  will  find  it 
ludicrou.s....  In  my  opinion  a  lot  of 
Baptists  find  this  whole  gesture 
embarrassing.  It’s  bemusing  but 
it’s  not  going  to  have  any  impact.” 

The  main  USA  Today  article 
referenced  a  number  of  the  Dis¬ 
ney-related  concerns  of  the  SBC 
and  of  members  of  Grove  Avenue 
Church,  including; 

—  the  movie  “Priest,”  which 
the  SBC  contended  “disparages 
Christian  values,” 'produced  by  the 
Disney  subsidiary  Miramax, 
which  also  produced  the  violent 
film  “Pulp  Fiction.” 

—  Disney’s  “Pocahontas,” 
which  failed  to  reflect  that  the  real 
Pocahontas  was  a  Christian. 

—  the  publishing  of  a  teen 
book.  Growing  Up  Gay.vJ'rom 
Left  Out  to  Coming  Out  by  the 
Disney  subsidiary  Hyperion. 

—  the  provision  of  health 
insurance  benefits  to  live-in  part¬ 
ners  of  homosexual  employees  but 
not  unmarried  partners  of  hetero¬ 
sexual  employees.

Do  right 


By  David  Mitchell 
James  4 


People  who  know  what  they  want  often  have  as  their 
motto,  “It’s  my  way..T^  the  wrong  way.”  Speaking  to 
Christians  about  their  relationship  to  God,  James  says  there 
are  two  ways  to  live  your  life.  There  is  God’s  way  and  the 
wrong  way.  Bob  Dylan,  in  a  popular  song  years  ago,  said, 
“You  gotta  serve  somebody;  It  may  be  the  devil  or  it  may 
be  the  Lord  but  you’re  gonna  have  to  serve  somebody.” 
Serving  God  and  God  alone  with  no  mixture  of  self  is 
God’s  way  to  live  the  Christian  life. 

Me  versus  God  (w.  1-6).  James  indicated  that  many 
people  have  chosen  to  serve  self  rather  than  God.  Serving 
self  allows  a  spirit  of  lust,  desire,  and  selfishness,  which 
cause  quarrels  and  conflicts.  He  accused  his  audience  of 
being  wrongly  motivated,  living  immoral  lifestyles  and 
having  materialistic  desires.  Rather  than  focusing  upon  the 
things  of  God  they  had  chosen  to  focus  on  pleasing  self. 
God  was  not  even  approached  for  the  necessities  of  life. 

Christians  are  to  pray  for  the  things  they  need,  not  ask¬ 
ing  “wrongly,  to  spend  it  on”  our  own  “passions”  (v.  3). 
Throughout  his  letter,  James  normally  addressed  this  con¬ 
gregation  as  “beloved  brethren.”  Here,  however,  he 
addressed  them  as  “adulteresses,”  which,  translated  literal¬ 
ly,  means  “unfaithful  creatures.”  Whoever  becomes  a 
friend  of  the  world  and  is  fond  of  worldly  objects  becomes 
an  enemy  of  God, 

James  referred  to  Proverbs  3:34  as  he  noted.  “God  is 
opposed  to  the  proud  but  gives  grace  to  the  humble.”  Grace 
is  not  offered  to  tho.se  who  have  a  prideful  opinion  of  them¬ 
selves,  which  may  arise  because  of  family  heritage,  materi¬ 
al  pos.session,  or  even  religious  status.  Pride  blocks  the 
door  to  God-because  those  who  are  prideful  often  feel  no 
need  to  ask  God  for  the  necessities  of  life.  God  hears  and 
answers  the  humble  because  of  his  great  love  and  because 
the  humble  possess  an  awareness  of  a  need  for  God’s  grace. 

Me  and  God  (vv.  7-10).  Christians  are  to  submit  them¬ 
selves  to  God,  and  in  so  doing,  resist  the  devil.  The  promi.se 
of  Scripture  is  that  those  who  resi.st  the  devil  will  find  that 
Satan  will  “flee  from”  them. 

Drawing  to  God  involves^!  commitment  of  the  will.  It 
expresses  a  desire  to  have  our  sins  removed  and  a  submis¬ 
sive,  humble  spirit.  Without  using  the  word  “repentance,” 
James  drew  a  clear  road  map  instructing  the  disciple  to  a 
heart  and  life  of  repentance.  He  describes  real  repentance  as 
being  miserable  about  sin,  mourning  over  trespas.ses,  weep¬ 
ing,  and  having  a  gloomy  countenance  becau.se  of  failure  to 
obey  God  (v.  9).  Christians  are  not  to  go  merrily  without  a 
care  into  the  world,  sinning  at  will  with  the  mind.set  “God’s 
grace  is  sufficient  to  cover  all  sins.”  Rather,  they  are  to 
humble  themselves  in  the  pre.sence  of  the  Lord,  drawing 
near  to  him  and  resisting  evil. 

God’s  will  and  me  (vv.  13-17).  Here  is  an  idea  that  the 
contemporaries  of  James  would  have  easily  understood. 
Barcley  says  this  is  the  picture  of  a  man  looking  at  a  map: 
“He  points  at  a  certain  spot  on  it.  and  says,  ‘Here  is  a  new 
city  where  there  are  great  trade  chances.  I  will  go  there;  I’ll 
get  in  on  the  ground  floor;  I’ll  trade  for  a  year  or  so;  I’ll 
piake  my  fortune  and  come  back  rich.’”  James  says  no  one 
has  the  right  to  make  confident  plans  for  the  future.  The 
emphasis  here  is  twofold:  I )  as  Proverbs  27: 1  states.  “Do 
not  boast  about  tomorrow,  for  you  do  not  know  what  a  day 
may  bring  forth”;  2)  those  who  trust  God  are  not  to  depend 
upon  worldly  treasures  for  the  future.  All  material  posses¬ 
sions  will  be  burned  and  —  for  eternity  —  will  be  mean¬ 
ingless. 

James  was  not  teaching  Christians  not  to  make  plans. 
Rather,  he  was  saying  that  we  should  depend  completely 
upon  Gcxi.  The  point  is:  do  not  be  prideful  and  boast  about 
the  future.  Instead,  say,  “If  the  Lord  wills,  we  shall  live  and 
we  shall  do  this  or  that”  (v.  15).  Plans  for  the  future  should 
only  be  made  with  absolute  dependence  upon  God  and  his 
leadership.

Bible  Book 

Promise  of  judgment 


By  Clayton  Littlejohn 
Malachi  2, 4 


God’s  messag&of  judgment  and  promise  through 
Malachi  teaches  that  God’s  people  suffer  when  they  cheat 
God,  but  that  they  will  prosper  when  they  trust  him  in  all 
areas  of  life.  This  lesson  will  identify  steps  we  can  take  to 
be  more  faithful  stewards  of  God’s  blessings. 

God’s  messen^r  (3:1-4).  In  verse  1,  the  word  “behold” 
shows  God’s  continued  response  to  the  people’s  question  in 
2:17.  God  speaks  in  verse  1,  explaining  that  he  will  send  a 
messenger  to  prepare  the  way.  In  ancient  days,  a  messenger 
was  sent  into  a  city  to  announce  that  the  king  was  coming 
so  the  people  would  have  the  opportunity  to  prepare  for  his 
arrival. 

The  messenger  in  this  passage  refers  to  the  coming  of 
the  Lord  Jesus  as  Israel’s  King  and  the  messenger  who 
would  announce  his  coming  —  John  the  Baptist  (Matt. 
ll:10;  Mark  1:2;  Luke  1:17,  76;  7:27).  Between  Malachi 
and  Matthew  there  are  400  years  of  silence.  God  had  noth¬ 
ing  to  say  to  his  people,  then  suddenly  or  unexpectedly, 
John  the  Baptist  appeared  on  the  scene  proclaiming  that  the 
King  was  coming  and  that  the  people  needed  to  repent  and 
prepare  their  hearts  for  his  coming.  As  the  messenger  of  the 
covenant,  Jesus  would  be  the  perfect  and  eternal  King  who 
would  mediate  the  perfect  and  eternal  covenant  with  Israel 
(Jer.  31:31-34). 

The  irony  of  Jesus’  coming  is  that  Israel  expected  the 
new  King  to  exalt  them  and  punish  their  enemies,  while  in 
fact,  Jesus  would  judge  Israel  first.  His  judgment  would 
begin  with  the  priests  (v.  3)  .so  that  God’s  people  could 
truly  worship  him  in  spirit  and  in  truth  (v.  4).  Jesus  is  the 
Way,  the  Truth,  and  the  Life,  and  that  needs  to  be  the 
proclamation  coming  from  the  mouth  of  his  mes.sengers 
J^ay. 

return  to  God  and  be  blessed  (3:7-12a).  The 
people  of  Malachi ’s  day  were  repeating  the  sins  “from  the 
days  of  your  father...  mine  ordinances,”  and  just  as  their 
fathers  lost  everything  and  went  into  captivity,  so  would 
these  people.  If  they  would  return  to  God  by  repentance, 
then  God  would  return  to  them  with  blessings.  The  bless¬ 
ings  would  be  material  and  spiritual  and  to  reverse  the 
curse  the  people  had  to  stop  robbing  Gixl  of  tithes  and 
offerings  (v.  8). 

The  word  “rob”  means  “to  despoil"  (Prov.  22:23),  and 
means  the  I.sraelites  were  stealing  Gixl’s  spoils  on  a  contin¬ 
ual  basis.  The  word  “tithe"  means  “tenth"  and  Gixl  in  his 
wisdom  asks  his  people  to  give  a  tenth  of  their  income.  By 
my  giving  a  tenth  of  my  income,  I  give  as  much  as  the  mil¬ 
lionaire  who  also  gives  his/her  tenth.  That  allows  us  to 
remain  equal.  My  dollar  amount  will  be  less  than  the  mil¬ 
lionaire’s.  yet  I  am  equal  because  I  also  gave  a  tenth. 

By  the  way,  Leviticus  27:30  says  the  tithe  is  holy  unto 
the  Lord.  God  doesn’t  call  many  things  in  the  Bible  holy. 

To  steal  something  that  is  holy  is  even  worse  than  being  a 
mere  thief  who  is  in  prison  today. 

The  temple  had  sections  designated  as  the  storehouse 
where  fcKxl  and  grain  were  kept  for  the  priests  and  ptxir.  By 
stealing  these  stoors,  the  people  were  affecting  the  ministry  ' 
of  the  priests.  Thus,  the  priests  had  to  leave  the  ministry  to 
get  secular  jobs  in  order  to  live.  God  pnrnni.sed  to  open  the 
windows  of  heavert  and  pour  out  more  blessings  than  they 
could  imagine  if  the  people  would  just  trust  him  and  prove 
him  by  giving  their  tithes.  He  would  rebuke  the  devourer 
and  bless  their  crops  (income)  .so  that  all  nations  would  call 
them  blessed  (v.  12).  He  still  will  uxiay  if  we  will  prove 
him. 

The  promise  of  Elyah  (4:5-6),  Elijah  was  greatly 
respected  among  Jews  —  rightly  so.  Who  better  to 
announce  the  coming  judgment!^  tbeJaord  than  Elijah? 
Some4)elieve  this  announcement  to  also  foretell  John  the 
Baptist,  as  it  did  in  3:1.  That  is  probably  true,  in  light  of 
Matthew  17:1 1-13.  Others  believe  Elijah  is  one  of  the  two 
prophets  mentioned  in  Revelation  1 1.  proclaiming  the  judg¬ 
ment  of  God.  Whichever  it  is,  his  purpose  is  to  turn  the 
people  to  God  and  both  Elijah  and  John  did  that.  Today,* 
bach  Christian  has  that  same  responsibility  and  blessing.

Be  on  mission

Romans  15 


Someday  someone  will  discover  the  cure  for  cancer. 
Suppose  that  person  decides  to  keep  the  discovery  to  him¬ 
self.  “That’s  unthinkable!”  you  probably  think.  But  it  is 
really  no  more  unthinkable  than  for  a  person  who  has  found 
Chri.srto  neglect  to  tell  others  the  “go^  news  of  God’s 
love.”  In  the  same  way  that  the  knowledge  of  a  great  heal¬ 
ing  inevitably  makes  a  crusader,  the  knowledge  of  Christ  as 
the  answer  to  man’s  total  need  makes  that  person  an  evan¬ 
gelist. 

I  have  often  heard  people  remark,  “Missions  just  isn’t 
my  thing.”  The  truth  of  the  matter  is  that  to  be  a  Christian 
means  to  be  on  mission. 

A  call  to  mission  (vv.  15-16).  Paul  clearly  felt  his  call  to 
mission.  He  saw  himself  as  the  representative  of  Christ, 
carrying  out  a  priestly  and  official  role  of  bringing  the 
world  to  Christ  (v.  1 6).  He  was  completely  self-confident  in 
exactly  what  the  Lord  had  called  him  to  do:  serve  as  a  min¬ 
ister  of  Christ  to  the  Gentiles.  He  laid  this  call  on  the  altar 
of  service  and  was  proud  to  be  the  servant  of  his  Master. 
Can  we  say  the  same  thing  about  our  lives? 

Look  at  your  schedule  and  priorities.  What  are  you 
doing  for  the  mission  of  Christ? 

God  does  not  intend  for  all  of  us  to  be  career  missionar¬ 
ies,  but  he  did  command  (not  merely  offer  is  as  an  option) 
us  to  go  into  the  world  and  win  souls  for  Christ  (Matt. 

28: 19).  There  are  many  ways  to  be  missionaries  beyond 
simply  as  a  career.  The  volunteer  opportunities  available 
through  the  mission  boards,  state  conventions,  associations, 
and  local  churches  could  fill  any  calendar.  We  should  never 
forget  the  witness  oppiirtunities  through  our  daily  contacts. 
The  major  point  for  us  as  Christians  is  to  realize  our  call  to 
mission  and  to  be  specifically  alert  to  how  Gixl  wants  us  to 
carry  out  that  call. 

A  call  to  work  (vv.  17-19).  As  we  answer  Gt>d’s  call  to 
be  on  mission,  we  can  be  assured  that  he  will  work  through 
us.  Paul  was  plain  in  taking  no  personal  credit  for  his  mis¬ 
sion  work  with  the  Gentiles.  He  gave  all  credit  for  accom¬ 
plishment  to  Christ  working  through  him.  God  simply 
needs  a  channel  for  his  power.  The  channel  of  light  is  the 
light  bulb.  ThFchanneT  of  music  is  a  voice  or  an  instru¬ 
ment.  Each  of  us  can  be  the  channel  through  which  the 
grace  of  God  is  transmitted.  “Ordinary  people,  claiming 
God’s  adequacy,  can  accomplish  extraordinary  things.” 

A  call  to  give  (vv.  23-24).  Paul  wanted  to  take  the  gos¬ 
pel  on  further  into  Spain.  He  appealed  to  the  Romans  to 
participate  with  him  in  these  plans.  We,  too,  as  Christians 
today  have  the  opportunity  to  participate  through  our  offer¬ 
ings  in  carrying  the  gospel  throughout  the  world:  Coopera¬ 
tive  Program.  Lottie  Mcxin  Offering  for  Foreign  Missions, 
Annie  Armstrong  Offering  for  Home  Missions,  state  mis¬ 
sions  offerings,  as  well  as  local  church  mission  endeavors. 
In  our  materialistic  society,  we  should  ask.  “How  much 
have  I  invested  in  the  mission  of  Christ?”  Even  in  our 
church,  we  might  need  to  ask,  “How  does  our  spending  to 
carry  the  gospel  of  Christ  compare  to  spending  on  personal 
comfort  and  beauty?" 

A  pastor  was  .showing  a  visiting  missionary  around  the^' ' 
church  and  pointed  out  the  new  stained  glass  window. 

When  told  how  much  it  cost,  the  missionary  quietly  said, 
“Why,  that’s  more  than  our  total  annual  budget.” 

A  call  to  pray  (vv.  30-32).  Paul  begged  the  Roman 
believers  to  pray  for  him.  He  urged  this  by  all  that  is  sacred 
and  valuable:  “For  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ's  sake”  (v.  30). 
This  might  be  said  for  us  today  as  well:  “If  you  have  any 
regard  to  Jesus  Christ  and  his  cau.se,  pray  for  mission 
efforts.” 

Many  would  contrast  prayer  with  activity;  but  prayer 
must  be  the  heart  of  missions.  In  the  words  of  Rosaline 
Beck;  “Whenever  a  soul  is  on  fire  with  love  and  compas¬ 
sion  for  others,  it  is  the  result  of  a  conscious  union  of  the 
'  person  with  God  through  prayer.”  How  does  the  length  and 
Tcatecstness  of  your  prayers  for  lost  souls  compare  to  peti- 
twtw  for  self? 

God  has  not  left  us  here  to  simply  be  saved  and  sancti¬ 
fied.  Christians  are  called  to  mission;  dqing,  giving,  and 
praying.

Pro-gambling  tide  is  turning, 
savs  Land  of  SBC  resolution 


ready  to  take  a  more  active 
stance  in  stopping  gambling’s 
almost  unchecked  recent  growth. 

“It  seems  as  though  every  50 
years  or  so  gambling  raises  its 
ugly  head  and  people  decide  to 
allow  it  to  flourish,”  Land  said 
during  a  break  in  floor  action  at 
the  convention.  “People  forget 
why  every  state  constitution' out¬ 
lawed  gambling  until  it  is  back  in 
vogue,  destroying  lives.” 

The  resolution  was  presented 
to  the  Convention  by  Paul  G. 
Jones,  executive  director  of  the 
Christian  Action  Commission 
for  the  Mississippi  Baptist  Con¬ 
vention,  and  a  messenger  of  First 
Church,  Clinton. 

Gambling  is  "a  terrible 
scourge  in  our  nation,  which 
destroys  lives,  lamilies.  and 
finances.  There  is  nothing  posi¬ 
tive  about  gambling.  Every  part 
of  it  is  negative  and  destructive." 
Land  said. 

Gambling  is  an  addictive  dis¬ 
ease  which  often  drives  its  vic¬ 
tims  to  depression  and  suicide. 
Land  said.  In  its  basic  form  as 
state  lotteries,  it  is  “the  most  hor¬ 
rendous  regressive  form  ot  taxa¬ 
tion." 

Studies  show  that  more  poor 
people  living  under  the  poverty 
level  spend  money  gambling  than 
middle-  to  upper-middle  class 
people  who  could  better  afford  it. 
Land  said. 

If  the  bill  to  create  a  national 
committee  to  study  gambling  is 
passed  by  Congress,  Southern 
Baptists  will  have  to  watch  close¬ 
ly  as  the  president  makes  his 
appointments  to  such  a  commit¬ 
tee.  Land  said. 

“A  gcH)d  committee  can  really 
make  some  strides  in  determining 
the  horrible  impact  gambling  has 
on  people's  lives.  But  if  the  Pres¬ 
ident  appoints  a  committee  com¬ 
prised  of  members  who  profit 
from  gambling  in  any  way.  we 
can  expect  only  a  wbitewash.”  he 
said. 

The  CLC  will  closely  watch 
the  formation  of  the  comrtfittee  to 
ensure  those  whose  livelihoods 
depend  on  gambling  are  not 
appointed.  Land  said.
